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Church Use 
Permit 
Is Upheld 


Authority of the Menlo Park 
planning commission to grant use 
permits was upheld by city council 
Tuesday night in approving a per- 
mit for St. Raymond's Catholic 
church at Santa Cruz avenue and 
Arbor road. 

The decision in effect backed up 
the city’s zoning ordinance against 
its first semi-legal attack, since 
opponents of the use permit had 
contended at a previous public 
hearing that the planning board 
had no jurisdiction and was mere- 
ly an advisory body. 

COMMITTEE REPORTS 

Council decision was based on a 
report by Councilman George Ford, 
who had been named chairman of 
a committee of the whole to study 
the matter. 

Ford’s report, adopted unani- a 
mously on motion of Councilman 
Edward Church, held that the plan- 
ning commission acted within the 
powers delegated by the council and 
did not err in its finding that a 
use permit was justified. 

Ford said that the council, on 
hearing appeal from the commis- 
sion action, had the obligation of 
confirming, denying or modifying 
the use permit. 

“The committee found the re- 
quest for use permit was reasonable

In a busy meeting Tuesday night, 


and that the permit does not al- 
low other uses than that for a place 
of worship.” 

Opponents of the permit had pro- 
tested the commission action would 
open the way for other development 
at the church site on the old Mc- 
Ginnis estate, including possibly a 
church school. 

Ford’s report also said that the 
council-committee on April 16 vis- 
ited the site during church services 
and found “no detrimental use.”

1. Requirement that dogs be 
kept on leashes or under control 
of a person when off owners’ 
premises, in line with express¢d 
wishes of voters at the April 11 
election. 

2. A blanket penalty provision 
making it a misdemeanor to vio- 
late any part of the ordinance. 
Violation would be punishable by 
a fine of $500 or six months in 
jail, or both. 


Council withdrew its protest 
against construction of the asphalt 
plant by Paving Contractor L. C. 
Smith but at the same time, voted 
to press its action to have county 
areas adjacent to the plant site 
rezoned so use permits would be 
required for industrial operations.

It was a great disappointment vo 
me when all of the bids for con- 
struction of the Menlo Park High 
School were opened to find that 
the lowest was approximately $150,- 
000 in excess of the available funds. 
It seems that building costs are on 
the rise again. 

Of course, bonds were voted 
far in excess of the lowest bid we 
received, $1,475,000, but half of our 
bond issue money must be reserv- 
ed for building the San Carlos- 
Belmont school after deduction 
of the $150,000 which is required 
for the commercial wing at Sequo- 
ia now under construction. 

The trustees must pare down the 
proposed plant (a very painful pro- 
cess to me) to something we can 
afford. But whether we omit the 
music building and the shop or de- 
lete a classroom wing, the paring 
down process is only’ a temporary 
measure, for our rapidly expanding 
school population demands a con- 
stant program of enlargement of 
school facilities. 

And we in Menlo Park do not 
want a “branch” high school, but 
a fully self-sufficient plant with the 
best facilities for the education of 
our children. 

Also disappointing is the loss of 
time involved. Two weeks have 
passed since the bids were receiv- 
ed, and we have just gotten to a 
point where we are about decided 
on what changes can be made 
in order to cut costs. 

If we readvertise for bids, that 
will take another several weeks and 
we were already working on a tight 
schedule to get our high school in 
operation in the next school year. 

I hope that we can get going 
again speedily.

On School Unit 


Means of reducing the cost of 
the proposed Menlo Park high 
school to conform with funds avail- 
able this week continued under the 
study of Sequoia high school trus- 
tees. 

Lowest of three bids for the high 
school construction job proved to 
be $150,000 in excess of the amount 
budgeted for the project.

SP Gives Daylight 
Saving Schedule 


Under daylight saving time in 
California, starting April 30 and 
ending Sept. 24, Southern Pacific 
will continue to operate passenger 
trains on standard time as required 
by federal law, it was announced 
by T. L. Chess, general passenger 
agent for the railroad’s San Fran- 
cisco territory. 

For public convenience most of 
the company’s trains operating en- 
tirely within California will have 
schedules one hour earlier than 
at present, Chess said, so that train 
arrivals and departures, as shown 
at standard time in published time- 
tables, will conform under daylight 
saving to the hours with which 
travelers have become accustomed. 

Trains whose schedules will be so 
adjusted include those in San Fran- 
cisco-3San Jose commute service.

“Upon careful analysis of the data sub- 
mitted on safety, we have concluded 
that no valid reasons have been shown 
as a support for the Brotherhood pro- 
posal under which a fireman would be 
required to be at all times continuously 
in the cab of road diesels. The proposal 
must be rejected.”’ 


The real reason behind these demands is 
that the union leaders are trying to make 
jobs where there is no work.

NPA Sanitary 
District Balks 
At MP Project 


North Palo Alto Sanitary district 
Officials last week began searching 
for alternatives to connecting with 
the proposed Menlo Park sanitary 
district sewage treatment plant as 
a means of discontinuing the pump- 
ing of raw sewage into San Fran- 
cisco bay. 

At a meeting of the North. Palo 
Alto residents’ association held 
Thursday evening, sanitary district 


Blofficers stated that other methods 


of disposing of sewage were being 
sought in veiv of the expense of 
joining the Menlo Park project. 

State law requires that the prac- 
tice of dumping raw Sewage into 
San Francisco bay be discontinued. 

Connection to the proposed Menlo 
Park sanitary district sewage treat- 
ment system will cos the North 
Palo Alto agency $100,to0 plus an- 
nual pro-rated costs ant deprecia- 
tion payments. 

Connecting to the Pdo Alto 
sewage disposal system wis dis- 
cussed as a lower-cost method of 
achieving the same end. This 
could be done either by hooking 
onto the East Palo Alto Sanitary 
district line or by building an in 
dependent outfall from North 
Palo Alto. 

William Anderson, attorney for 
the North Palo Alto agency, said 
that another reason some step must 
be taken in the near future is that 
the present outfall is through the 
Veterans’ hospital sewer system,. 
a line which would be closed if the 
hospital joins with the Menlo Park 
Sanitary district. 

Engineers stated that a line could 
be built to the Palo Alto plant at a 
cost of $86,550. 

Negotiations with the East Palo 
Alto sanitary district have revealed 
that connection to its mains would 
cost the North Palo Alto district 
about $55,000 in conecting fees and 
and outfall line costing an addi- 
tional $16,000 to $18,000. 

Officials of the Menlo Park sani- 
tary district said that although 
plant costs were computed on the 
basis of connection charges for 
other districts, plans for construc- 
tion would not be affected should 
the North Palo Alto district decide 
not to join the project.
